I  was  in  pursuit  of  coal  company  scrip  from  the  Siais  Store,  Belle,  WV,  company  store 

for  the  Cedar  Grove  Collieries  Company,  as  listed  in  the  Edkins  catalogue  of  Coal  Company 

scrip-  .  ■  .j 

I  remembered  Mr.  Sims  from  my  junior  and  senior  high  school  days.  He  owned  and 
operated  a  roller  skating  rink  in  Belle,  WV.  He  ran  a  bus  to  all  the  surrounding  communities 
which  my  friends  and  I  rode  to  and  from  the  skating  rink. 

Through  a  conversation  with  a  fellow  scrip  collector,  I  learned  that  Mr.  Sims  still  lived  in 
Belle.  I  located  him  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  and  had  a  most  enjoyable  visit 

Mr.  Sims  said  he  thought  his  family  had  owned  approximately  40  or  50  pieces  of  scrip 
from  the  Sims  Store.  Through  the  years,  the  scrip  had  either  been  lost,  misplaced  or  stolen. 

All  that  remained  were  2  or  3  pieces  which  were  valued  greatly  by  the  family. 

The  address  shown  on  the  scrip  was  Belle,  WV.  The  Sims  family  took  over  the  operation 
of  the  Frye  Coal  Company  Store  located  at  Simmons  Creek,  Belle,  WV.  The  scrip  was  used  at 
this  location  as  well  as  at  the  Cedar  Grove  Collieries  Company,  t~!edar  Grove,  WV  The  Cedar 
Grove  location  was  owned  by  the  Tompkins  family,  early  settlers  of  Cedar  Grove,  the  oldest 
town  in  the  Kanawha  Valley.  ; 

I  learned  that  the  Sims  family  also  operated  stores  at  Monarch,  Eskdale,  and  Page,  WV. 
Mr.  Sims  did  not  know  if  the  same  scrip  used  at  the  Belle  and  Cedar  Grove  stores  was  also 
used  in  the  other  stores,  but  said  it  was  possible. 

He  also  related  a  story  about  Mr.  Frye,  owner  of  the  Frye  Coal  Company  during  the 
1930's.  He  mined  coal  for  the  Diamond  Aikalai  Company,  located  at  the  mouth  of  Simmons 
Creek  hollow.  Ponies  were  used  in  the  mines  to  pull  mine  cars.  On  Sunday  when  the  mines 
were  not  working,  the  ponies  were  brought  to  Belle  and  the  neighborhood  children  were  allowed 
toride. 

Mr.  Sims  recalled  riding  the  ponies  one  Sunday  when  he  was  6  years  old  He  fell  of  the 
pony  and  broke  his  arm.  He  cried  in  pain  and  asked  his  father  to  on  his  arm  off.  The  pain  was 
so  intense,  he  did  not  think  it  could  hurt  any,  worse.  .  .*
